Hyacinths like other spring flowering bulbs are very easily grown. In the 
garden plant about 4 inches deep. A good general rule is to cover the bulb 
to a depth of about twice its height. Plant in well-drained soil. Soil may be 
It is advisable to avoid manures. 
For indoor use Hyacimths may be potted during autumn. 
Plunge pots outside in the ground and cover with a coarse mulch. Leave so 
until a good root system has been established, gnerally in about 10 weeks. 
Keep in a somewhat cool location after taking the pots inside.

HOW TO GROW HYACINTHS 
IN PURE WATER 


Unpack the bulbs immediately upon ar- 
rival. Open the bags and place in a cool, 
dry, dark place until December Ist. The 
preferred storage temperature is 50 de- 
grees F. Before placing the bulbs on the 
well known Hyacinth glasses the root base 
must be cleaned, so that all remains of 
the old rootplate and old roots are removed. 
When glasses and bulbs are clean, set the 
latter and fill glasses with clean, cool 
water until the root base is touched. Glas- 
ses are then placed in a cool, dark closet 
or cellar until the top-growth is nearly 4 
inches above the bulb. Preferred tempera- 
ture not over 50 degrees F. 

When 4 inches top-growth has been 
made, the glasses may be taken to a win- 
dow in a warm room and if necessary some 
water can be added; never change the 
water completely. If the air in the room 
is very dry, it may help to moisten the 
flower buds once a day with a wad of 
cotton dipped in cool water. 

French grown Roman Hyacinths may be 
handled in the same way, but instead of 
December Ist, one can start October 15th.

Cul- 
ture is the easiest possible. Plant 
in any good garden soil covering 
to a depth of about one and one- 
half to twice the height of the bulb 
measuring from base to shoulder. 
Early planting is advisable how- 
ever, many fine flowers are pro- 
duced from plantings made after 
the first of February. Narcissi 
multiply quite freely and should 
be taken up during summer or 
early fall about every 3 or 4 years 
and replanted.
